“Tt seems a shame,” he said, “that 
an effort is being made to displace the 
shrines of the local Arab. Palestine 
is such a mixture of sects and reli- 
gions that I doubt whether an accentu- 
ation of any one is the real answer to 
the elimination of unrest. 

“We have in all about 30,000,000 
Arabs off in the desert,” Mr. Littleton 
went on, “and in Palestine itself there 
are about 750,000 Arabs to 150,000 
Jews, It might be a very workable 
scheme to cantonize the Jewish ele- 
ment of the population in the neigh- 
borhood of Joppa and thus smooth out 
the existing difficulties.”

Changes In “Catholic

Commenting on applause which 
greeted this remark, Dr, Davies went 
on: 
| “Tt is apparent from those cheers 
that there are some honorable mem- 
bers opposite so misguided and so 
ignorant as to imagine that the gov- 
‘ernment should have power to ensure 
‘that their medica! officers give advice 
on the subject. The competent medical 
opinion of the country is definitely and 
overwhelmingly opposed to birth con- 
trol, 

“Only a few weeks ago a meeting of 
'a medical society was held in London 
‘to discuss this very point, and the 
‘opinion was overwhelmingly against 
‘birth control. Therefore, when people 
‘say they are in favor of birth control 
‘they are speaking from ignorance.” 

Mr. Thurtle, a Socialist member of 
the House, then asked if Lord Dawson 
ie Penn is not a good medical author- 
‘ity. 
| Dr. Davies responded that 
‘Dawson is not an obstetrician. 
“Because he happens to be a swell 
physician it does not mean that he is 
‘really a competent authority in decid- 
ing this question. When I was speak- 
‘ing of competent medical opinion | 
was speaking only of the gynaecolo- 
gists and obstetric surgeons whose 
work is concerned with maternity and 
the diseases of women. 

“They are competent to judge be- 
‘cause they see the il! effects of a case 
like that, which is outside his line of 
practice. 

“Let honorable members talk to any 
obstetric surgeon or a medical man or 
woman accustomed to a large gynae- 
cological practice, and almost without 
‘exception these people will say that 
birth control is detrimental to the wo- 
man and detrimental to the child.”

“Nun of Lepers” , 
Was Professed 


Sixty Years Ago 


Honolulu, Hawaii.—This year will 
mark the sixtieth anniversary of the 
religious profession of Sister M. Cres- 
centia, the only survivor of the pioneer 
band of Franciscan Sisters who came 
to Honolulu more than forty-six years 
ago’to care for the lepers of Hawaii. 

On November 8, 1888, Rev. Mother 
Marianne arrived in Honolulu with 
her little band of volunteer Sisters to 
take over the work amongst the—at 
that time—neglected lepers of Hawaii. 
Six of those seven Sisters have al- 
ready gone to their reward. Sister 
Crescentia alone remains, and all 
those forty-six yeara until she retired 
last May were spent in the care of 
lepers. 

In 1888, Sister Crescentia, who for 
five years had been nursing the lepers 
at the old Receiving Station at Kakaa- 
ko, was one of the first groups of Sis- 
ters to go to Molokai. Her firat charge 
there was the care of the men and 
boys at the Baldwin Home, and even 
up to the present day, she is lovingly 
remembered by some of her old “boys” 
as “Sister Maria.” 

After the Brothers of the Sacred 
Heart took charge of the Baldwin 
Home, Sister Crescentia worked for 
the inmates of the Bishop Home, Ka- 
laupapa, where she remained until last 
May. 

She is now spending the last years 
of her long and active life in the quiet 
of St. Francis’ Convent, Honolulu.
